Political literature belongs to the 


illegal class -whenever it is distrib- 
uted, in such a way that It may be 
thrown upon the street and become 
a nuisance, Mayor Cunningham said.

tributing cards and folders among

If merchants are to be prohibited 


from passing out advertising litera- 
ture, the law must also be invoked 
against every other class of adver- 
tisers including candidates for po- 
litical offices, ha said. 


Memoers ot the police force have 


been notified that advertising liter- 
ature must not be distributed on the 
streets unless tLd person so doing 
has a bill posters' license. They are 
ordered to arrest all offenders unless 
a license is obtained immediately. 


Candidates take this to mean that 


they will be 
unable to distribute 


tbeir cards except ia private- dwell- 
ings and in stores.
